Mr. 0. D. Howe, the Mlnlater of Tranaport. haa 
litTltod public bodlee. Includlnt the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce, to teU the Ooremment 
how to aolre the railway problem. The aolutlon 
ha wanta la the raatoratlon to the Canadian 
Pacific of Ita pre-depraadon proaperlty and the 
enabllnc of the Canadian National to pay aU Ito 
ehargea. There are thoae who belleye that In the 
eaae ot the Canadian National apeclflcally. and 
the Canadian Paclflo becauae what la done, the 
re^wnalbUlty ahould reat with the elected repre- 
aentatlTea ot the people, and In particular with 
tha CkiTamment. Dnrlnt the elcetlon campalsn. 
which aaw the Mackenxla Kins Ooremment re- 
atored bo power. It waa claimed that Liberal 
pollclaa and the conaaquent proaperlty that would 
anaue would eolre the railway problem, yet ap¬ 
parently It ramalna. 

Tha tact la that the preaent Ooremment haa 
dona nothing to aolra the railway problem. It 
haa been deaf to the auggeatlon of unified control 
aa at^yancad by Sir Bdward Beatty, aiul yet erery 
bualneaa man of acumen In the country, who la 
npt blind In a partlaan way. knowa that It la 
bualneaa mathoda In the admlnlatratlon of tha 
rallwaya u a whola that are ao badly needed. At 
preaent the rallwaya are competito/a, duplicating 
aerrlce. and there la not enough traflle to go 
round to Inaure that both tranacontlnentala will 
pay their way. All that can be aald to Mr. Howe'a 
plea for adrlce la that the Ooremment la not 
unmindful of Ita obllgatlona. Seemingly, howerer. 
It haa no auggeatlona to put forward for the aolu¬ 
tlon ao badly needed to aave the taxpayera auma 
rarying from lU.SOO.OOO to |1M,000.000 annually, 
annually. 

Bren auch an ardent aupporter ot LIberallam 
aa The Toronto Olobe and Mall aaya. In dealing 
with the deflclta ot the nationally-owned ayatem: 
"What long-range programme can be compenaa- 
tlon for a altuatlon like thla In a country other- 
wlae topheary with public debta? How long can 
tha people atand It? Why ahould they be expected 
to atand UT The Induatrlal picture la bright, but 
tha railway problem la no nearer aolutlon. The 
Incongmlty la aufllclent to demand whaterer 
adjnatment la needed." 


Recommendatlona affecting motor ear traflto 
are the outcome of a atudy of the aubject made 
by the Buream Of Public Roada of the John 
Bopklna Unlreralty. the Maryland Motor Vehicle 
Commlaaloner and the Maryland State Roada 
Coaimlaalon. One finding la that the eighteen- 
foot parement la “too narrow for modem paa- 
eenger care alone or for modern mixed traffic.” 
The twenty-foot pavement la called reaaonably 
adequate, but only the twenty-two-foot pave¬ 
ment wlna complete approval aa an adequate 
width for mixed heavy traffic. 

The New York Sun. In dlacuaalng the flndlnga. 
aaya the Inveatlgatora need the moving picture 
camera to dlacover how paaaenger care paaa other 
paaaenger care and bow trucka paaa other trucka. 
The camera could not dlacloee all tha Information 
needed becauae It waa uaeleu In dlacoverlng the 
peychology of the dfivera What It dlacloaed waa 
thla; “An Interaatlng and rather aurprlalng fact 
brought out by thla atudy la the magnitude of 
the clearance taken by motor vehlclea. Thla 
holda true for all typea of paaaagea. whether In 
aame-dlrcctlon or oppoelte-direction paaaing. 
Quite contrary to the feeling that drlvera often 
have of ‘Juat getting by' when they paaa other 
vehlclea. the large average clearance obeerver 
ahowa that thla feeling la generally unwarranted.” 

Safety on the roada la. In part, a queetlon not 
of the roada being wide enough, but of being 
more than wide enough. The margin of aafety 
cannot be too great, within reaaon. The wider 
the clearance to the right and the greater the 
dlatance from the left hand aide of the road, the 
better. Roada. too often, are made narrow to 
aave the taxpayers money, which la a laudable 
enough dealre. The aaving may. however, have 
a tendency to Increaaa the riak to life, limb and 
property.

Elaewhere the pr^lem la regarded aa a live laaue, 
one that baa aomethlng to do with tha narovua 
atraln of modem condlUotu, and one over which 
Jurladlctlon can be exerclaed for the good of a 
community. In Welland. Ontario, direct action 
haa been taken through the paaaage of a by-law 
prohibiting all unneceaaary nolaea within the 
municipal area. That by-law provldea for flnea 
up to IM for each offence againat the new regu- 
latlona 

Toronto la conalderlng the queetlon of unnecea¬ 
aary traffic nolaea. A conference waa held there 
yaatorday by membera of the City Council, who 
aought advice from aeveral promUient organlaa- 
tlona of the city. If neceaaary, Toronto will apply 
to the Ontario Government for the authority to 
cheek nolaea. If It la found that thla la eaaentlal 
to the enforcement of regulatlona The repreaalon 
of nolae la dealrable In the Intcreat both of reat- 
denta and quiet road-uaera. The nolaea that are 
auperfluoua are hom-honklng, motor-cycle ex- 
hauata ahattering the air, motorlata traveling In 
aeeond when It la entirely unneceaaary, atreet 
care that, becauae of age or faulty ralla, create a 
din. and other expreaaloiu of armoyance or atrl- 
dency. 

In London there la a Departmental Committee 
on Nolae In the operation of mechanically-pro¬ 
pelled vehlclea. One of Ita lateat recommendatloiu 
la that there ahould be a loudneaa limit placed 
oh the atrldency and audibility of motor-home, 
and the opinion la expreeaed that the limit would 
be adequate to meet the needa ot the majority 
of vehlclea Nothing can be doiw In thla regard 
by a campaign of education. Reatrlctlona are 
eaaentlal In a day and time when “rattled nervea" 
aymptomatic ot an age ot nolae Imuch ot It nn- 
neceaaary), are dlaturblng The health of the 
people. RoMntly a “Health Week" waa held here, 
but no mention waa made during It about the 
nervoua strain prevalent becauae the City Council 
will not enact and enforce regulatkma against 
unnecessary nolaea on the atreeta.

‘‘neighbor" to those of their fellow 
countrymen wtw lived close by. 

They boUy rejected the Idea that 
the hated Bamarltans were then 
neighbors. What so-called ChrtoUsn' 
natiofi keepe the golden rule today?

Does America love the Negro? Doee 
Germany love the Jews? Doee Italy 
tove the RoAlane? Is kgUah 
foreign policy gov er ned by brotherly 
love or to it governed by tto own 
finanrial intarosto?
